Up-to-Date Postmaster. 

Our up-to-date Postmaster, J. L. 
Early wine, has organized a new sys- 
tem at the postoffice which has only 
recently been adopted in the larger 
offices in the country. It is as follows : 

Whenever a letter is received by the 
Mailing Clerk on duty, which is not 
aidressed to street or Rural Rcute and 
is not known by the clerk handling 
same, it is placed in what is known as 
the Nixie Box. Into this box every 
carrier.Jrurai and city, looks before he 
goes out on his trip, and if any letters 
are known to him, he takes it out. 
At 10 :30 every morning, after all the 
carriers have gone out, the letters so 
remaining in the Nixie Box as listed 
and posted in the postoffice lobby 
where the public can see them every 
day. 

By this means miny letters are de- 
livered which otherwise would be 
either advertised or returned to writer.

Standing in the same building from 
which he had witnesied the killing of 
James B. Marcum and James Cockrili, 
and within seventy feet of the scenes 
of the assassinations of Marcum, Cock- 
rell and Dr. B. D. Cox, all three of 
which murders he was charged with 
having procured, was James Hargis 
when shot down in his store at Jack- 
son.

Mail Subscribers Must Pay in 
Advance. 

The United States Postoffice Depart- 
ment has issued an order. No. 907, 
fated December 4, 1907, amending the 
postal regulations, which will here- 
after compel newspapers to enforce 
business principles in their circulation 
department and probably reduce the 
press-room waste that has cut some 
figure in the recent 50 per cent, ad- 
vance in the price of white paper. 

the new order is intended to reduce 
the volume of second-class mail matter 
made up of newspapers and magazines, 
which the government now carries at 
one cent a pound, entailing a big an- 
nual loss to the postoffice department. 

It practically limits the use of the 
mails at these cheap postage rates to 
papers sent to bona-fide subscribers, 
paid in advance, and publishers will 
be fined four cents for every pound of 
mail sent, out in violation of the regu- 
lations. 

In order that the new rule may not be 
harsh in its application, the postoffice 
department has provided that a reason- 
able time shall be allowed to publishers 
to secure renewals of subscriptions be- 
fore cutting off subscribers whose time 
has expired or who are in arrears. This 
time aliowed is fixed at months 3 for 
daily papers, for 9 months for semi- 
weekly papers, and four months for 
monthv magazines. 

Under the operation of this rule pub- 
lishers will find an amount equal to the 
transient postage rates, four cents a 
pound, for every daily newspaper sent 
to a subscribers over three months in 
arrears and for every semi-weekly 
newspaper sent to a subscriber nine 
months in arrears. 

Publishers generally will, we believe, 
be glad that this regulation has been 
made by the Postoffice Department, as 
it will effectually settle the question 
whether mail subscribers should be 
cut off at the expiration of their sub- 
scriptions. In the past it often hap- 
pened that subscribers who were car- 
ried over the time for which they had 
paid complained bceause they were not 
discontinued, while others who were 
promptly cut off at expiration took of- 
fense and felt that this was an imputa- 
tion on their honesty or ability to pay. 

The n»*w regulation establishes for 
the future a business-like custom that 
it is fair to publishers and subscribers, 
and relieves the matter of ail embar- 
rassment t« either side. 

There is no doubt that tbe old cus- 
tom was abused by publishers and sub- 
scribers,

The Way These Ferocious Little In- 
sects Defy the Freshets. 

There are certain ants that show 
wonderful intelligence, and the “driver 
nuts” not only build boats, but launch 
them too. Only these boats are formed 
of their own bodies. 

They are called “drivers” because of 
their ferocity. Nothing can staud be- 
fore the attacks of these little crea- 
tures. Large pythons have been killed 
by them in a single night, while chick- 
ens, lizards and other animals in west- 
ern Africa flee from them in terror. 
To protect themselves from the heat 
they erect arches, under which numer- 
ous armies of them pass in safety. 

Sometimes the arch is made of grass 
and earth and is gummed together by 
some secretion, and again it is formed 
by the bodies of the larger ants, which 
hold themselves together by their 
strong nippers while the workers pass 
under them. 

At certain times of the year freshets 
overflow the country Inhabited by the 
“drivers,” ami it is then that these ants 
go to sea. The rain comes suddenly, 
and the walls of their bouses are 
brokeu In by the flood; but, instead of 
coming to the surface iu scattered hun- 
dreds aud beiug swept off to destruc- 
tion. out of the ruins rises a black 
ball that rides safely on the water and 
drifts away. 

At the first warning of danger the 
little creatures run together and form 
a solid hotly of ants, the weaker in the 
center. Often this ball is larger than 
a common cricket ball, and in this way 
they float al»out until they lodge 
against some tree, upon the branches 
of which they are soon safe aud sound.

“Striped materials continue right 
on being fashionable, and the woman 
who needs a gown and one which she 
can wear for a long time to come need 
have no hesitancy in selecting a striped 
silk or striped voile for her gown. 

“In planning an evening » costume 
there are one or two things which it is 
wise that she bear in mind. The first 
is, short waist effects are the .vogue. 
Now, if she can have but one evening 
gown, it is better to select some- 
thing that is 'not too extreme. Let us 
take it for granted that ;she doesn’t 
care for an Empire gown such as fash- 
ionable women are wearing in Paris 
and New York today.

Branding Them is Provided For by 
Army Regulations. 

Whenever you see the letters “U. 
S.” brauded ou tbe left fore shoulder 
of uu animal, make up your mind at 
ouce that that lieast is or was at one 
time the property of our rich old Un- 
cle Sam. 

Then again if you knew the key to 
the system of branding utilized by the 
quartermaster’s department. United 
States army, you would in a moment 
be able to tell the orgauizatiou of the 
army to which that animal was as 
signed immediately after purchase by 
the government. 

Branding public animals is not a 
matter of choice, but is provided for 
by the army regulations, which direct 
that— 

“Public animals shall rtpon the day 
received be branded with the letters 
4 U. S.’ ou tbe left fore shoulder. 
Horses assigned to organizations will 
also be branded ou the hoof of one 
fore foot one and oue-half inches below 
the coronet with the designation of the 
company. Branding irons of uniform 
size and design will be supplied by 
the quartermaster's department, let 
ters ‘U. S.‘ to be two inches iu height, 
letters aud numbers of hoof brands 
on the same line to be three-fourths of 
au inch high, the letter to precede the 
number and blocked so as to pene- 
trate the hoof oue-sixteentli of an inch. 
For example, the hoof brands on 
horses assigned to band. Ninth cavalry, 
would be to Troop A, Fifth cav- 

alry, would be A5; to Company A, bat- 
talion of engineers, would be BE A.”— 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

Branding public animals Is not a 
matter of choice, but is provided for 
by the army regulations, which direct 
that— 

“Public animals shall rtpon the day 
received be branded with the letters 
‘U. S.* on the left fore shoulder. 
Horses assigned to organizations will 
also be bra uded ou the hoof of one 
fore foot one and one-half inches below 
the coronet with the designation of the 
company. Branding irons of uniform 
size aud design will be supplied by 
the quartermaster's department, let 
ters *U. S.’ to be two inches in height, 
letters aud numbers of hoof breads 
on the same line to be three-fourths of 
an inch high, the letter to precede the 
number aud blocked so as to pene- 
trate the hoof one-sixteenth of an inch.

ENGLISH JOCKEY CLUB. 






Most Autocratic Governing Body In 
the World of Sport. 

A writer in Fry’s Magazine explains 
the origin and development of the 
Jockey club, the most powerful and 
autocratic governing body that is to be 
found in the whole world of sport. The 
Jockey club has an enormous power 
and is feared and respected by all who 
are subservient to it, and yet nobody 
ever elected it or gave it its authority. 
But it is the Ideal governing body for 
racing. One of its most notable 
achievements was the virtual “warn 
ing off” Newmarket heath, though not 
in so many words, of a Prince of 
Wales, he who was afterward George 
IV.: 

“His jockey, Sam Chifney the elder, 
was accused of ridiug the horse Es- 
cape unfairly, and the Jockey club de- 
manded that he should lie expelled 
from the turf. Rut the prince believed 
that the accusation against Chifney 
was entirely wrong and unjust, and he 
determined to stand by him at any 
cost. Thereupon the three stewards 
of the club who were then in office 
were called upon to take action, and 
Sir Charles Hunbury. on liehnlf of 
them, intimated to his royal highness 
that if lie retained Chifney in his serv- 
ice no gentleman could or would run 
against him.” 

Greatly incensed, he withdrew from 
the turf altogether and did not re- 
sume his patronage of it until nine 
years later.

KAHAL BROS 
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GOV. WILLSON CRITICISED. 

Extract from Judge Barker’s 
Speech Printed to Show Con- 
trast With Governor’s Utter- 
ance. 



Under the headline “A Contrast," 
ihe Glasgow (Ky.) Times recently 
published the following : 

"During a recent banquet in Louis- 
ville, Governor Willson and Judge Bar- 
ker of the Court of Appeals, were call- 
ed on for speeches. We cull an ex- 
tract from the utterances of each, and 
call attention to the entirely different 
spirit breathed by the Governor and 
the Judge of the Court of Appeals. 

"Governor Willson said: ‘Here are 
2,000,000 people in Kentucky. H%w can 
we live together and protect every 
man’s rights? It is only because we 
covenant with each other as a condi- 
tion of living here that we will sub- 
scribe to and obey the rules of the 
community. That rule is the people’s 
law and unless we all obey that law 
there is not one of us that is safe in 
life or librety or prosperity or the pur- 
suits of happiness. 

"It is an absolute condition of oui 
safety, our happiness and our welfare, 
and the»*efore it is a crime to break the 
people’s law or’to encourage its bein^ 
broken by any man or set of men. It 
is the covenant and the condition oi 
our living together. Following the ex- 
pression of Kipling, you might say, 
*For the law is the strength of the 
people and the people the strength of 
the law.’ I said a few evenings aeo 
in the course of this banquet hanit that 
seems to be growing on me, that it is 
the idea of our State seal, ‘United we 
stand, divided we fall.’ United in up- 
holding the people’s law, the strength 
of the people, the united action of 2,- 
000,000 people. Breaking that and los- 
ing the covenant of the law, we .divide 
these 2,000,000 people. 

Breaking that and losing the coven- 
ant of the law, we divide these 2,000,000 
with conflicting interests, and there is 
no safety and happiness for anyone." 

Judge Barker said : "It is of course, 
beyond the scope of an after dinner 
speech to more than touch on these 
matters, but it may not be inappropri- 
ate to say that the civil and mate- 
rial progress *>f the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries have been such 
that gigantic corporatins, impossible 
in an earlier age, have grown up and 
by extension of the power offcombina- 
tion, an evil which grows by what it 
feeds on, greedy, cold and cruel rapac- 
ity is crushing out all individual effort 
kmong the children of men. On the 



other hand, and as a protest against 
the unlawful combination of capital 
we have the night rider and the barn 
burner making nigth hideous and 
threatening the very dissolution of 
civil society. These two sets of law- 
brakers are equally criminal and 
against them both the law should be 
enforced with equal rigui and impar- 
tiality. But it should not be forgotten 
that the night rider is the direct 
pioduct of the illegal ‘trust' and that 
I it is more a crime to burn the tobacco 
barn of the trust magnate than it is to 
steal the tobacco of the farmer by un- 
lawful combination. One is more spec- 
tacular than the other but has no 
greater moral turpitude. The farmer 
who cannot sell his tobacco because an 
illegal combination has strangled com- 
petition is a slave who works for a 
Heartless master; and the man who 
cannot raise and selffhis crop when and 
where and to whom he pleases because 
of plant-bed scraping, brand burning 
and personal violence is worse than a 
dive. What the anarchists is to the 
Russian autocracy which strangles its 
iberty, what the Puritans disguised as 
Indians and throwing English tea into 
Boston harbor were to taxation, with- 
>ut representation, that is the night 
*ider to the combine which steals the 
iroduce of toil by stifling competition 
•or its purchase." 

The Times then comments as follows 
. >n the two speeches : 

"Not a word from the Governor of 
Jentucy against the robberies of the 
Tobacco Trust. Not ajsign of sympa- 
.hy with the producer, who, for long 
/ears have been robbed by that same 
:rust Only a bare, cold, pitiless de- 
nunciation of law breaking— and 
jovernor Willson has not yet discover- 
ed that the Tobacco Trust is a law- 
breaker. Only the night riders and 
the day riders draw the fire of the 
Chief Executive. 

"We commend Judge Barker’s 
speech to Governor Willson. He should 
read it, and ponder it. If the Tobacco 
Trust is a lawbreaker— and Judge Bark- 
er declares it is— why does not Gover- 
nor Willson demand that every’Circuit 
Court in Kentucky shall indict it? 
Why should he not denounce the Tobac- 
co Trust as unsparingly as he pours out 
his wrath upon the night riders and 
day riders? 

"Has Governor Willson of Kentucky 
ever uttered a disrespectful word 
gainst the Tobacco Trust?" *

All lights to burn every night from 
sunset until sunrise, bidders on both 
gas and arc lights to keep same in re- 
pair, furnishing all things necessary 
f jr that purpose. 

Said gas posts and arc lights to be 
placed at points within the city desig- i 
nated by the City Council , and it is 
further provided that the city shall 
have the right to have any gas o: arc j 
light moved once without expense to 
said city. 

Whenever the number of lights shall 
be increased to such an extent as to 
reach one of the numbers designated 
above, then the price paid for same 
shall be the amount bid for furnishing 
that number of lights.
